But of all gallant men 
who left

elected commander to succeed the late 
General Gibbon, and he is now m akin g 
arrangements for a grand reunion of the 
veterans of his famous brigade. 
llu* Iron brigade was originally c o m ­ 
posed of the Second, Sixth and Seventh 
Wisconsin regiments and the Nineteenth 
Indiana. 
Its liiHt commander was G e n ­ 
eral R u fu s King, who took charge in 
1 Stîxî, but who was afterward given com ­ 
mand of a division and was succeeded 
ill the com m an d of the brigade by G e n ­ 
eral Lysunder ( ’utler. The latter field it 
for two months and then cam e General 
John Gibbon, who, equally with G e n ­ 
eral 
Bragg, was beloved by the so l­ 
diers. 
The brigade had several other 
commanders, among them being t'olonel 
Henry A. Morrow, whose regiment, the 
T w en ty fourth 
Michigan, w as 
added 
to it ; Golonel So] Meredith of the N in e ­ 
teenth Indiana and Golonel W. W. Rob 
inson, who w as severely injured at G e t ­ 
tysburg, and who then turned the c o m ­ 
mand over to Golonel Bragg, who wus 
m ade a brigadier general. 
But whether a colonel or a general, 
Bragg was alw ays m the thick of the 
fight. 
When he left Fond du I < ae at the 
first call for troops, it was as captain of 
Com pany E, known as 
B r a g g ’s rifles. 
In civic life («encrai Bragg is a quiet, 
inoffensive looking man. 
He is rather 
under medium height, does not talk 
much, and when fie does speak it is in 
a low tone. 
But in battle ho seemed an 
entirely different mail. 
His men say he 
was like a fiend when fighting, raving 
and storming at his men and urging 
them on to the most daredevil acts, h i m ­ 
self leading the way. 
Once fie saw a Pennsylvania regiment 
that bad lost its commander and was in 
full retreat. 
1'urning over his own regi 
ment to Ins lieutenant colonel, he ju m p 
ed in before the breaking ranks «if the 
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bat those that emerged at the end of the 
day found themselves famous.

after that 
Rev.

d a r k , a Massucbuset tfi clergvrnan, was 
m akin g a tour through the A rm y of the 
Potomac.

Throughout th« * late sum m er and a u ­ 
tumn of 1807 the imperial court was 
more stately than ever before.

good company.” 


On his return Nupoleon had found J« we-

At St. Flood, Malmaison, the 'luile- 
ries und Fontainebleau the s oc ial vices 
of courts buguu to appear, but they were 
sternly repressed, especially high 
play.

was at that very moment debauched by

profusion of gambling 
hells 
and 
houses of prostitution licensed at an 
enormous figure by Fouehe and produc­ 
ing great revenues for th« * secret police.

of the ladies, the bespangled and begilt 
coats of the household, dancing, theat­
